OBITUARY. 


Communicated for the Recorder. 


Died, in Stoughton, Mass. Aug. 1, 1820, Mrs. 
Exvwasern Totman, wife of Dea. Samuel Tol- 
man, aged 63. 

Whilst an over fond attachmeni often induces 
friends to eulogise many, who, there is reason to 
fear, die not in the Lord, justice demands that 
some short notice should be taken of Mrs. Tol- 
man. She was not known to the writer of this 
article until about three years ago. ‘The follow- 
ing account will, therefore, be founded apon her 
own statement made a little before her death, 
and upon the observations arising from a short 
acquaintance. 

Elizabeth, daughter of Mr. Wales, of Stough- 
ton, was born June 16, 1757. At the age of 19, 
she was marriedte Mr. Nathanie! Hammond, of 
the North Parish in Bridgewater. Soon after, 
through a diligent use of the means of grace,and 
under the influences of the Holy Spirit, she vras 
convisced of her lost and sinful state by nature. 
Having hada very deep and pungent sense of 
sin, according to her own account, she was soon 
constrained to bew to the will of God, and found 
much joy and satisfaction by believing in Christ. 
From thie time she took Jesus Christ to be her 
Lord and Master, as well as Saviour; and, de- 
pending on his grace, strove to keep all his com- 
mandments, She united herself with the church 
in North Bridgewater, then under the pastoral 
care of the Rev. Mr. Porter, of whom she always 
spoke with feeling andesteem. With this church 
she stood connected until Aug. 27, 1819, when 
she removed her felation to the church inStoagh- 
ton. About simyears after her connexion with 
Mr. Hammond, he died, leaving her in peculiar- 
ly trying circumstances. This afflictive dispen- 
sation was, however, sanctifind to her by teach- 
ing her the uncertainty of all earthly prospects, 
and the need of casting all her cares upon him, 
who is the widew’s Judge and Friend. : 

Nov. lith, 1784, she wasmarried to Mr. Samu- 
el Tolman, of Stoughton, between whom there 
existed the most tender and affectionate union 
of feelings and sentiments, until separated by 
her death, Nearly twenty years ago, she was 
brought apparently nigh the bordese of the grave, 
by 4 severe sickness, from which she never after- 
wards recovered her usual health and strength. 
In this time of expected dissolation, her faith 
was strong, and her hopes of heaven were bright. 
Though ever afterwards infirm in body, and of- 
ten exercised with alarming symptoms of a sud- 
den decline, she still exhibited indabitable marks | 
of a strong and s mind, of ardent love to 
her Saviour, and of tender concern fot the bodies 
and souls od manta, Her faith was not a mere 
speculative notion of thehead. While she most 


should close her eyes on all below, and which 
should open to her view the glories of immortali- 
ty. Having finished her course with joy, and 
having been supperted through a long and dis- 
tressing sickness, by the hopes aud consolations 
of our boly religion, she, as we believe, fell 
asleep inthe arms of Jesus. 

In the death of Mrs. Tolman, society has lost 
avaluable and highly erteemed member, the 
chi.:ch of Christ, one of its btightest ornaments 
and most influential friends, her family, a most 
beloved and honored head, her husband, a part- 
ner endeared by all the tender ties of friendship 
and religion, and her children, a mother, kind, 
affectionate, and full of excellent advice and ad- 
monition. Upov all her numerous relatives, and 
more numerous friends, a wourd is inflicted, 
which can be eased only by the reflection, that 
their loss is her gain. ‘Blessed are the dead 
whieh die in the Lord from henceforth ; yea, 
saith the Spirit, that they may test from their la- 
bors; and their works do follow them.” - She, 
indeed, has rested, and risen to glory; but 
where, O where, is her falling mantle ?
